Executive Secretary of Equity Points Out That in 17 Years of 
League’s Existence the Legitimate Theaters of Country 
Have Been Reduced Two-Thirds 


RUBIN-CHERRY WIN 
LICENSE DISPUTE 


Overcome Two-Day Limit for 
Their Engagement in Cincin- 
nati---Draw Big Crowds 


A controversy that required a decision 
by the City Council arose in Cincinnati 
early last week relative to the Rubin & 
Cherry Shows exhibiting more than two 
days inside the city limits on other than 
a city-owned plot of ground, The matter 
became adjusted when the Council voted 
5 to 3 in favor of the amusement or- 
ganization. 

Last year (regardless of the fact that 
no large collective amusement organiza- 
tion could much more than completely set 
up its attractions and immediately dis- 
mantle them and replace the parapher- 
nalia on its railroad cars in two days’ 


time) a stipulation was injected into a 
city ordinance that circuses, carnivals 
and like tent shows would not be per- 


mitted to exhibit in Cincinnati more than 
two days—instead of playing week 
stands as is customary with carnivals—

the Hotel Pennsylvania. 


In his broadside Mr. Gillmore pointed out that in the 17 years of the Drama 
League’s existence the legitimate theaters of this country have been reduced two- 
thirds, and he openly blamed the members of the league for having permitted this 


State of affairs to come about. 


The convention was timed simultaneously with the fourth National Little Thea- 


ter Tournament. 


Delegates from all parts of the United States and England were 


present, and most of the sessions were devoted to the many phases of the Little 
Theater movement. The sessions opened Wednesday morning wth a business meeting 


for Drama League members only.

BRITISH TRADES-UNION STRIKE 
HITS THE THEATERS AND SHOWS 


Many London Houses Close---“Student Prince’, “Is Zat So?” and 
Other Attractions Stop---Smaller Showmen Face Crisis 
Unless Government Lends Assistance 


(By “Coekaigne”) 


London, May 8 (Special Cable to The 
Billboard).— ‘The general strike Monday 
smashed into the theatrical business, 
causing general consternation, but the 
industry generally is facing the difficul- 
ties bravely, realizing the importance of 
amusements during a national crisis. 
The Society of West End Managers met 
Tuesday and decided to carry on for the 
present. 

Railway and suburban transport sus- 
pension ruined business earlier in the 
week, but with the resumption of fair ser- 
vice later there was an improvement. 
Julian Gaunt, nonmember of the West 
End Managers, decided to close his six 
theaters immediately, so The Student 
Prince at His Majesty’s Theater was 
withdrawn and Rikitiki at the Gayety, 
which was a failure, closed last Satur- 
day. Other Gaunt houses, the Winter- 
garden, Shaftesbury, Adelphi and Apollo, 
also are closed, altho performances of 
Is Zat So? at the Apollo have been 
suspended only for the strike period. The 
American cast, including James Gleason, 
is remaining here. 

The St. Martin’s Theater, Daly’s and 
the Royalty have also closed and a new 
production at the Savoy, which was due 
Tuesday, has been postponed The re- 
mainder of the houses continued to give 
matinee and evening performances as 
usual. 

Arrangements continue for the Inter- 
national Opera at the Covent Garden 
Opera House, as the generally expected 
transport difficulties are gradually be- 


ing overcome owing to governmental 
arrangements. 

The almost complete suspension of the 
newspapers naturally is a serious factor 
and theatrical news and publicity is at 
a complete standstill. The provinces are 
luckier than London and anticipate com- 
paratively slight immediate damage. 

The association of Touring Managers 
had an emergency scheme for the trans- 
fer of companies during the previous 
strike and this has been applied again. 
Louis Casson states that the Stage Guild 
hopes by the rearrangement of dates and 
special transportation to minimize the 
difficulties and play all theaters. 

It has been learned on very good au- 
thority that the government is anxious 
to maintain a full complement of amuse- 
ments, but this is impossible for long 
unless the government assists the show- 
men, since individual impresarios with 
limited capital are unable to support the 
inevitable losses.

Billboard).—The entertainment situation 
is most uncertain owing to the impos- 
sibility of getting accurate information 
from the provincial centers. Stoll has de- 
eclared his intention to keep all of his 
vaudeville houses open. Walter Payne’s 
Syndicate London halls also will remain 
open, altho a provisional week’s notice 
ending May 15, affecting all musicians 
and other employees, has been posted. 

Transportation is a very difficult mat-

ACTORS’ ASSN. 
NOT DEAD YET 


English Legitimate Union Not 
Likely To Consider Amalga- 
mation With Variety 
Artistes 


The Actors’ Association, the niza- 
tion of legitimate actors in England, is 


not dead yet, nor is it likely to consider 
an amalgamation with the Variety Ar- 
tistes’ Federation, the British vaudeville 
branch, according to information con- 
tained in special correspondence from 
London to The Billboard. 

At the joint meeting held April 22, 
in the Adelaide Galleries, London, the 
V. A. F., replying to the A. A.’s ob- 
jections to the suggested amalgamation, 
said that the vaudeville branch was not 
recommending a combination but merely 
desired to help the A. A. members. No 
amalgamation, it was pointed out, could 
be effected while the A. A. is federated 
with the musicians and stagehands. 

The fundamental trouble with the A. 
A., according to the special despatches, 
was that it chose the trials and tribula- 
tions of the chorus girl as its sole fight- 
ing and publicity plank. Most of the 
choristers in England use the show busi- 
ness only as a stepping stone to marriage 
or as an evasion of domestic duties, so 
the A. A. slogan of $15 a week for the 
chorus girl did not get much sympathy 
because even skilled mechanics do not 
average that much pay in England, 

Alfred Lugg, the radical ex-chairman 
of the A. A., is said to have estranged

The piece 
has nothing like such dramatic promise 
as had Hassan, altho it suggests that had 
the poet lived and practiced in close asso- 
ciation with the theater he might have 
become one of the great poetic dramatists 
of the century.

The revival of The Government In- 
spector at the Barnes provides us with 
another example of the remarkable pro- 
ductional skill of Theodore Komisarjev- 
ski. The producer has made a most live- 
iv and laughable entertainment of Go- 
gol’s play. Claude Rains has a part well 
suited to his virtuosity and exuberance, 
and he plays thruout with tremendous 
gusto. If the play is not brought to the 
West End it will not be the fault of 
either the leading actor or the regisseur, 
for it well deserves the attention of a 
wider public.

In this 
latest vehicle she again demonstrates 
clearly that her artistry equals her 
physical endowments and, further, that 
it includes the touch for light comedy. 
What a record—grand opera, Rose-Marie,

public. We are closing our season firm 
in the belief that we have a legitimate 
place in the theatrical life of the city— 
perhaps we might say the country—and 
firm, too, unfortunately in the knowledge 
that a theater such as ours cannot be 
entirely self-supporting. It must depend 
on subsidy—small, but definite—just as 
a symphony orchestra, a Flonzaley quar- 
tet, a Neighborhood Playhouse must de- 

pend on subsidy. 

“I feel that in the last analysis it is 
up to New York. If we mean anything 
to the theater and music public of New 
York, if we have anything that is valu- 
able, if the public wants what the 
Provincetown can give the theater, now 
is the time that we must know of it. 

“To complete our plans for next sea- 
son we need a definite backing, a small 
amount as theatrical expenditure goes— 
but enough to form q_ solid financial 
foundation on which to build. Give us 
this, give us the power to take chances 
and run risks, and we will give you more 
opera like Orpheus, more playwrights 
(perhaps) like Eugene O'Neill and more 
actors like Louis Wolheim, Paul Robeson, 
Charles Gilpin, Ann Harding. Without it 
we cannot go on.” 

Pauline H. Turkel, business manager of 
the theater; James Light, director; Miss 
Fitzgerald and Howell Van Cleve, door- 


man, who were arrested April 29 and 
arraigned in Tombs Court for selling 
tickets without a license, were cleared

Many of the 
well-informed men and women of the 
big and little theater present at the con- 
vention, observing the tremendous fol- 
lowing of the Tournament, including two 
competing British groups, concurred in 
the opinion that the annual little theater 
event may in future prove a mecca to 
which Sharims of the little theaters of 
the world will journey once a year. 
Whatever the future may hold for the 
Tournament, of which Walter Hartwig 
is the noble and modest parent, it has 
served to engender a new respect for the 
“torchbearers’ of this new trend 
toward the experimental theater munici- 
pally promoted. 

—. H. Sothern opened the Tournament 
on Monday night with an interesting im- 
promptu speech, in which he welcomed 
the little theater as a training ground 
for actors and referred to the movement 
as the forerunner of the municipally 
promoted theater, after which the race 
was on, with the following entrants:

Otis Skinner read a letter which he had 
written to a church periodical.

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GILLMORE URGES DRAMA LEAGUE TO ORGANIZE AUDIENCES 


“You are here this year for your 17th 
annual convention. When you came into 
existence, not counting the metropol'tan 
centers like New York, Chicago, Boston, 
etc., there were 1,540 theaters in the 
United States devoted exclusively to 
legitimate and musical comedy attrace- 
tions. At the end of 1925, when you 
were almost 17 years old, there were 
674. If this rate of decline cont-nues 
you will find® at your 25th annual con- 
vention, that there is no dramatic thea- 
ter in the country except in the big 
cities, 

“The Drama League of America was 
born at a time when the number of the- 
atrical cities was at its maximum, and 
it has failed to prevent a loss to whole 
territories in the United States of the 
greatest culture which can be given to a 
people—a fine drama. Is it not hideous 
to conceive of the theater of our country 
confined to a few cities? Would not our 
civilization be arrested thereby? Apart 
from the cultural value of the 
drama, it brngs to the different com- 
munities in play form a realization of 
the problems of other communities, and 
that realization breeds mutual sympathy 
and understanding. 

“Of course, t would be unfair to 
blame the Drama League entirely for 
this theatrical decline, but what means 
iave you taken to stop it? You have 
organized clubs here and there; you have 
sent out literature recommending cer- 
tain plays to your members. But that 
has not been enough. It is true that 
you have fostered and encouraged the 
little theater and amateur societies, but, 
without intention on your part, that may 
have done the legitimate theater of this 
country more harm than good. I think 
there is a place for the !ittle theater and 
you have done fine work for it, but I 
should be very sorry if you encouraged 
that hobby at the expense of the theater 


as a profession. There can be no ama- 
teur theater; or at any rate one that 
amounts to anything, without a profes- 
sional theater. And if the time ever 


comes when the professional theater is 
reduced to its minimum and can be seen 
only in the great cities, then the little 
theaters and amateur organizations will 
be nothing but playthings, the toy thea- 
ters with which we amused ourselves as 
children. 

“The amateur can never hope to be- 
come a rival to the professional in any 
line and certainly the amateur actor can 
never achieve the finesse, the distinction 
of the men and women who devote their 
whole lives to the stage. In the field 
of music the amateur devotes hours +o 
study, and having learned something of 
his art is content to sit at the foot of 
the profess onal in the hope of learning 
more, but the amateur actor does not 
do this to anything like the same ex- 


ent. 

“It is quite true that the amateur has 
at times in his performance a surprising 
ease which often impresses the onlooker 
as a command of acting, but which is, 
in fact, a failure to realize the re- 
sponsibilities which the professional does 
not forget. The amateur's freedom is 
that of ignorance. But he cannot rema'n 
in that condition for any length of time, 


and the awakening produces such pain- 
ful self-consciousness that either the 
amateur gives up his hobby or sets out 


to acquire the necessary knowledge and 
is graduated from amateur to profess on- 
al work. 

“Actual freedom is only possible thru 
knowledge coupled with ability, and that 
apparent freedom of ignorance js of such 
short duration that it has no practical 
value. But the praise g ven to amateur 
or semi-amateur performances, where 
those in the performance have no fur- 
ther responsibility than to please their 
friends and enjoy themselves, does real 
harm at times to artistic standards and 
lowers the dignity and sincerity of the 
profession at large. 

“The Drama League of America must 
bestir itself or its members will have no 
opportunity in the future of seeing the 
best plays and the best acting except 
in the metropolitan centers. When I 
first went to Texas my company played 


six weeks of one-night stands in that 
State. There are now only about three

Equity that in spite of the fact that 
had done an enormous bus ness wherever 
he had gone, he was being forced to close 
his company after a few weeks in New 
England because there were no theaters 
left in which to play That is a serious 
matter to us and it should be to the 
Drama League of America, 

“We must organize audiences thruout 
the country. We must bring our young 
people to see that it is not advantageous 
to them to spend every evening at the 
movies or at vaudeville performances. 
Not that I have anything against these 
classes of entertainment, but they can not 
take the place of the drama. If the 
number of theaters is cut down it cannot 
but adversely affect the d-amatic wr ters 
The best men in the field of literature 
w'll prefer to write for the magazines or 
to produce books rather than plays, and 
a play is the great medium for moving 
people thru an appeal to both the intel- 
lect and the emotions.

“As an illustration of the financial re- 
turns of dramatic authorship, at the pres- 


ent time the Actors’ Theater has ex- 
amined between 2,500 and 3,000 original 
manuscripts of plays in a period of about 
four years. It kept a substantially ac- 
curate record of the earnngs of these 
plays and of them all only one made 
substantial prof.t. This play was profit- 
able. to the extent of approximately 


$75,000 over production cost, but eventu- 
ally, when the run was continued on the 
road, a good dea! of this money was lost, 


Of the remaining 3,000 plays con- 
sidered, about 20 were produced by the 
Actors’ Theater and of these 20 it is 
possible that two or three made slight 


profits over production cost, but the ag- 
gregate profits did not exceed $50,000. 
It would be an qutside estimate to state 
that from all this group of plays more 
than $100,000 was realized, and against 
this surplus, figuring each production at 
$15,000 (which is a low estimate), there 
would be a loss of at least $300,000 on 
production cost alone. 

“As far as the authors of all these 
works are concerned, we may reasonably 
assume that each play was written ani 
copied at least twice, and on 3,000 there 
would be 6,000 sets of manuscripts. The 
mere stenographic work alone of these 
manuscripts would represent qa value of 
$100,000, in addition to which we may 
figure that each author spent, either in 
whole or in part, at least six months on 
each play, for two plays a year is con- 
sidered a high average for most authors. 
Figuring that on the 3,000 plays the au- 
thors spent 150 days on each the total 
number of days of labor itself is 450,- 
000. From all this expenditure of time 
and money the total intake of all the 
authors combined, that is, out of royal- 
ties, could not possibly exceed $25,000. 

“The playhouse is the most democratic 
institution in the world, for it is there 
that rich and poor sit together and are 
swayed al ke by the sentiments and the 
skill of the dramatist and the actor. 

“Up to this point I have only attacked 
existing conditions, but have proposed no 
solution of the problem. As a start then 
let us begin to organize audiences. The 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America has realized the 
tremendous influence of the drama on 
the people. It also has realized that 
its institution unfortunately has_ been 
drifting away from the stage. Now it 
wants to close that gap and we have 
been conferring as to the best way in 
which that can be done. The first thing 
in our opinion js to encourage the writing 
of plays which do not necessarily depend 
upon exciting sex stimuli for success. 
Mind you, I believe that any play on 
any subject which js treated seriously is 
fit for presentation on the boards. It is 
only when an author or producer becomes 
salacious for the sake of salacity that 
T am moved to object, for such plays 
are vulgar and hurt the theater as an in- 
stitution. 

“There is quite a place jin our theater 
for the sophisticated play, but that type 
of play nust not displace all other 
forms. The sophisticated play, however, 
can generally take care of itself, while 
the others cannot. It is therefore the 
intention of the committee of the Federal 
Council of Churches to issue a list of 
plays which should be supported. Theirs 
is a huge organization and undoubtedly 


can reach an enormous number of peo- 
ple, but why confine the work to that 
particular body when it would be even 


stronger if united with others? That, at 
least, was the feeling of the joint com- 
mittee, so it was decided to make the 
Federal Council only a part of the whole, 
which will, we hope, include the Roman 
Catholic Church, the Jewish Welfare 
League, the Federation of Women's Clubs 
and similar organizations, and last but 
by no means least, the Drama League of 
America. Then surely we would have a 
great representative body, the word of 
which could be taken by even the most 
skey tical. 

“Is the Drama League of America 
willing to become a part of this big com- 
mittee? I know that the Roman Catholic 
Church already recommends certain 
plays to its members. I know that the 
Drama League of America does the same 
thing, but how much stronger would be 
these recommendations if they came 
from one organization, a combination 
of all those interested in the theater. 


“That is just one step which may or 
may not be successfulin the attempt to 
rehabilitate the theater in the prbli« mind. 
There are others The Actors’ Equity 
Association, for instance, would like to 
send a group of lecturers to our uni- 
versities. colleges, Chambers of Com- 
merce, Rotary and Kiwanis clubs and 
every other kind of civic and public in- 
stitution to preach the value of the 
drama. I have met in the suburbs of 
New York. within easy commuting dis- 


tance, young women and young men who 
have never set foot in a legitimate thea- 
ter, who have never seen a dramatic per- 
formance. Such a state of things, from 
my point of view, is appalling 
“As a part of the Drama League 
gram why can't you form theater 
in all the fair-s zed communities from 
which the professional theater has been 
dropped and bring your influence to bear 
on the local motion picture exhibitor to 
devote at least two days a week to the 
drama, or one day a week or even one 
day a month? By organized effort vou 
can do pretty well what you want. You

What chance would a mere pic- 
ture manager have against you? Or, if 
he still remains adamant, why not sub- 
sidize professional companies play.ng the 
product of the Actors’ Theater, the 
Greenwich Village Theater, the Neighbor- 
hood Playhouse and others of that type, 
to bring their repertoires to your local 
little theaters? 


“I have heard that there are 40,000 


amateur dramatic societies in this coun- 
try and Canada. If each of these has 
an average membership of only 15 that 


means there are 600,000 people interested 
in the art of the drama If in addition 
as few as 100 to 200 persons are inter- 
ested in each part.cular group, either 
as subscribers or thru personal interest 
in its members, there is at hand a body 
totaling many millions allied to our 
amateur societies upon wh.ch the Drama 
League of America can begin its program 
with a presumption of success 

“In conclusion let urge you at all 
times to preach the doctrine of the pro- 
fessional theater. If your audiences be 
too squeamish for everything there on 
view then urge the select professional 
theater as recommended by the proposed 
committee, but it must be the profess.onal 
theater first and the little theater and 
allied groups afterwards.” 

The meeting was brought to a close by 
Brock Pemberton, Broadway producer, 
who said that the decline of the “road” 
was due to automobiles, motion pictures, 
radios and the shortsightedness of the 
producers in sending out inferior plays, 
badly acted and billed as the “original 
Broadway cast”. Pemberton cited the 
element of chance as a vital factor in the 
success or failure of a play, as only one 
production in five is a commercial success. 

The next event on the convention pro- 
gram of Friday afternoon was a trip of 
inspection to the Brooks Company. At 
the Brooks establishment costumes were 
displayed on living models. Short talks 
were also given. Charles LeMaire dis- 
cussed the costuming of productions. Her- 
man Rosse and James Reynolds talked on 
scenery and John Murray Anderson spoke 
on production. 

The last day of the conference, Satur- 
day, was devoted to three sessions. At 
10 a.m. there was a business meeting and 
election of officers for Drama League 
members only. All present officers of the 
Drama League of America were re-elected 
at this meeting. 

At 2:30 p.m. delegates and others gath- 
ered at the Bayes Theater to witness a 
performance of the four prize productions 
of the Little Theater Tournament. The 
last event on the conference program 
were inspction trips to the scenic studios 
of Cleon Throckmorton and Robert Berg- 
man and thru the studio of the Display 
Stage Lighting Company.

Organization Offering as Many Weeks During Hot Weather

Circuit, now considered one of the best 


bets for the average vaudeville act, will be the only circuit of any importance 


in this country to operate thruout the summer months with every house open, 
cffering the artiste a tour as good as its nearest competitors, Keith-Albee, Orpheum 


and Loew. News has just reached New 
the Lyric ‘Theater, Indianapolis, has 
changed plans concerning summer shut- 
down and will remain open. 

This leaves the Pan. Circuit intact for 
the summer, with 35 weeks’ work avail- 
able to acts, more than any of the other 
circuits can offer. Of this number of 
weeks, 24 are full-week stands, leaving 
only 11, a very small number as com- 
pared to competitive circuits, that change 
the bills twice weekly. 

There will be no change in the road 
shows touring the Pan. Time during 
the summer, except that less expensive 
shows will be booked. The shows from 
New York, traveling westward, will be 
made up, as usual, of five acts, and on 
the return from the West Coast of six 
acts. 

Business is holding up beautifully, ac- 
cording to all reports, Milne and Bostick, 
of the local Pan. office, announce, and 
there is not the remotest likelihood that 
it will drop off any point to the extent 
where any of the houses will finally shut 
down for a few weeks. 

Next season the Pantages Circuit will 

be strengthened by at least five weeks, 
probably more. Charles Hodkins, of the 
Chicago Pan. office, is busy developing 
further time in Texas and near-by ter- 
ritory, including a house in New Or- 
leans, while from the West Coast Mr. 
Pantages and his son, Rodney, are laying 
plans for additional houses at various 
points. Negotiations are on for another 
house in Chicago, it is said, and a deal 
was recently closed for the Cameo Thea- 
ter, Bridgeport, Conn., owned by Warner 
Brothers, which will be tacked to the 
Pan. tour this fall. The Bridgeport 
house will undergo alterations during the 
summer. 
_ While other circuits, chiefly Keith- 
Albee, are cutting down their number of 
full-week stands, Mr. Pantages is not in- 
terested in any theaters that cannot sup- 
port a vaudeville show for the entire 
week, and will not add any houses, ex- 
cept in unusual cases, unless they are 
full weeks.

Later in 
the week it was announced that Mr. 
\lbee, with J. J. Murdock and Sidney 
Wilmer and Walter’ Vincent, of the Wil- 
mer & Vincent Circuit of houses, had 
completed the outright purchase of houses 
owned and controlled by Jake Wells, of 
Richmond, Va, Included in the sale were 
two houses already booked by K.-A. 
Negotiations for the affiliation with 
P. D. Cc. have been under way for some 
time, but were held up after having been 
arranged by J. J. Murdock because Mr. 
Albee is said to have desired a 51 per 
cent interest in P. D. C. 

As a result of the tieup the Producers’ 
Distributing Corporation is benefited by 
having as an outlet for its product the 
tremendous list of theaters controlled by 
the vaudeville interests, while the cir- 
handicapped in the past in obtain- 
ing first-run photoplays, will have at their 
disposal all pictures released by P. D. C., 
which includes for this coming season a 
program of 41 pictures, of which several 
are “specials”, produced by Cecil B. De 
Mille, who with Jeremiah Milbank is the 
principal owner of Producers’ Distributing 
Corporation. 

The Keith-Albee, Orpheum and affiliated 
circuits will have equal representation on 
the Board of Directors of P. D. C., and 
the theaters, all playing vaudeville, will 
be assured of a definite and important 
program of pictures, which heretofore has 
been impossible, because most of the film 
producers now have theaters of their own 
to which preference of their product is 
naturally given. 

The Keith-Albee and Orpheum circuits 
are practically the only big institutions 
n the country using photoplays that have 
not heretofore engaged in some manner 
in the picture producing business. Mr. 
Albee has never been inclined to go on 
record as being in the motion picture 
producing business, and about five years 
ago made himself clear on this point by 
refusing to entertain any idea of forming 
a motion picture company, suggested to 
him at that time and given the name of 
Komp, representing the initials of Keith, 
Orpheum, Moss and Proctor. 

Conditions since then have changed, and 
the popularity, even necessity, of good 
pictures has grown to the point where 
they must be given consideration. As a 
result of changing conditions the trade 
has been expecting some move on the part 
of Mr. Albee for the past two years 

In a statement in which the head of 

the K.-A. Circuit reviews vaudeville and 
Pictures he says: 
_ “We have not heretofore been interested 
in feature photoplay producing. Hundreds 
of theater operators with whom we are 
hot now interested thru our vaudeville 
booking office have also urged me to make 
& motion picture affiliation or actually en- 
fage in the business of producing pic- 
tures. Having become convinced on my 
own investigation that the occasion was 
how at hand to make such an affiliation, I 
have done so,”" 

The present management of Producers’ 
Distributing Corporation, of which John 
C. Flinn is general manager, will be con- 
Unued, Mr. Albee states, adding there 
Will be no change in the corporate organi- 
zation, and the film distribution will con- 
tinue thru the subsidiary companies with 
Offices in 31 American cities and Pro- 
ducers’ International Corporation with 
qutablished distribution in foreign coun- 

es.

The 
schedule of 41 pictures also includes 22 
adaptations from novels, 8 from stage 
plays, 4 from special magazine stories 
and 6 original scripts, of, which one is 
the De Mille superspecial, The Deluge, on 
which Jeanie Macpherson is now at work. 

No radical change in the policy of the 
K.-A. and affiliated houses are contem- 
plated next season as a result of the tie- 
up, it is understood. 

The rumor that fewer acts would be 
used on some of the bills is entirely un- 
founded, according to K.-A. officials, who 
point out that they are now playing some 
of the same pictures, but merely want to 
get some of the features earlier. 

Such big-time houses as the Palace, 
New York, and others will continue to 
adhere strictly to the two-a-day policy of 
eight or more big acts. The affiliated 
neighborhood houses will get the benefit 
mostly of the features, while the comedies 
may or may not be played at the larger 
houses first and then released to the 
small-time stands 

In official circles. it is definitely under- 
stood that just as many acts will be 
booked into the small-time houses, which 
now avbrage six offerings as compared to 
five used in the Loew theaters. This is 
the status and is subject to change only 
as a result of a possible revolutionary 
decision during the summer, which is 
hardly expected to happen. More houses 
may go to splitweek, it is said, but not 
on the strength of the films. 

The K.-A.-Orpheum affiliation wit": 
P. D. C. becomes effective immediately. 

The price paid for the Wells theaters is 
said to be about $2,000,000. The Wells 
Amusement Company, consisting of Jake 
and Otto Wells and W. Greaner Neal, owns 
or leases 15 houses in Richmond and Nor- 
folk. 

Mr. Wells retains only certain individual 
theatrical interests in North Carolina in 
which his associates are not interested. 
The Richmond theaters sold are all pic- 
ture houses with the exception of the 
Lyric, the Keith-Albee vaudeville house 
and the Academy of Music, which plays 
first-class road attractions. The Rich- 
mond houses transferred are the Academy 
of Music, Lyric, Colonial, National, Broad- 
way, Bijou, Isis, Strand and Rex. The 
Norfolk houses are the Wells, the Colonial, 
the Strand and the American. 


La Belle Titcomb Receives 
Equal Share in Aunt’s Estate 


New York, May 10.—La Belle Titcomb, 
vaudeville actress and the third wife of 
the late Nat C. Wills, shares equally 
with her cousin, Charles F. Lemmon, of 
the United States Patent Office, Wash- 
ington, D. C., in the residuary estate of 
her aunt, the late Mrs. Caroline A. Barry, 
according to a will approved by Sur- 
rogate O’Brien, of New York County, 
last week. 

The settlement of the estate ends a long 
legal battle which began shortly after 
the death of Mrs. Barry which occurred 
in 1923. Cut off with one dollar each, 
Cornelia Chapman Ferber, niece, of Lon- 
don, and Capt. Melville Chapman, nephew, 
instituted suit charging fraud, undue in- 
fluence, lack of sound mind and memory, 
and demanded a trial by jury. They 
later withdrew their objections, however, 
following a $500 settlement. 

A revised accounting of the will fol- 
lowing two previous acountings was 
necessitated before receiving the approval 
of the Surrogate. Paid claims have cut 
the estate to $14,929.

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More Indep’t Houses 
Closing This Summer 


Season Now Ending Regarded as Poorest in 
Five Years—Unrest and Changing 
Conditions Blamed 


New York, May 10.—Altho notices of 
closing from independent vaudeville 
houses have been very few as compared 
with former years, the field will find 
more theaters dark this summer than 
ever before in its history, according to 
well-informed independent men. The cur 
rent season, now coming to a hectic end, 
has not been good, nor has it been bad. 
but in the words of one of the leading 
bookers, it has been the poorest season 
in five years, suffering in part by the 
unrest which -yaudeville in general is 
feeling. 

Jack Linder has notice of only one 
closing so far, the State at Utica shut- 
ting down for the summer June 1, and 
Arthur Fisher has been notified of the 
closing of his house in Bayonne, N. J., 
the De Witt, the last week of this month. 
Fally Markus has received no notification 
from his managers concerning summer 
closings of any of his houses, but a 
change gt the Myrtle will take place 
May 31, when the house goes into a 
combination vaudeville, burlesque and 
picture policy for the month of June 
only. Of the Walter Plimmer list of 
houses, only the week in Pennsylvania 
territory of one and two-night stands 
has closed or is closing. His Orpheum 
Theater, Kingston, N. . is planning to 
remain open for the summer, cutting its 


vaudeville down from split-week to a 
two-day policy. 
This tunprecedentedly low number of 


closings for this time would indicate that 
managers are waiting later this year con- 
cerning summer shutdown in the hope 
that they may operate thru the month of 
June, or a part of it. Some of the inde- 
pendent bookers, however, incline to the 
belief that closings will come in whole- 
sale Id6ts the last of this month, and that 
theaters heretofore open during the hot 
weather will be barred up for the first 
time. 

A poorer season than expected, general 
unrest in the field as a result of theater 
and circuit amalgamations, and the de- 
velopment of the presentation type of 
entertainment, leaves the independent 
manager in a peculiar position this year 
it is pointed out, virtually rendering him 
undecisive as to which way to turn. 

Amalgamations, combines and _ tieups 
are beginning not only to absorb many 
good independent vaudeville houses but 
starting what is generally conceded as 
a squeezeout for the smaller theater 
owner. According to one of the biggest 
bookers, who tells of a recent amalga- 
mation being cinched so quickly the 
agreement was written on the back of a 
playbill at one of the theaters involved, 
the time is not far off when the inde- 
pendent vaudeville theater owner will be 
squeezed out of all towns of 50,000 or 
more population. 


Gus Sun To Book 
Youngstown House 


Youngstown, O., May 8. — Beginning 
May 16, the Hippodrome Theater here 
will be booked by the Gus Sun office of 
Springfield.

An average bill with an abundance of 
dancing and most of the acts so sp tted 
that there is a steady stream of it 
Pretty much the same holds true of the 
singing end of it. Norma Shearer is 
starred in the feature film, The Devil's 
Circus. 

Lohse and Sterling open with a ring 
act, both the girl and boy doing their 
share. They show a few new wrinkles in 
the way of trapeze routine The chair- 
balancing stunt and accardion playing 
get a good hand. Unlike most other acts 
of this type, these two have a neat line 
of patter that further strengthens the 
act.

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Not the best show the Hippodrome ever had and in justice to it not the worst. 
Running several minutes behind schedule at the afternoon performance, with the 
second half, in which there were five acts, not getting under way until 4:30 o'clock, 
the show had its slow moments. A Charleston contest, preceding intermission, was 
partly responsible for the hour, however, but the management did not see fit to do 
any cutting. Deletion of Aesop Fable, in view of the dilatory manner in which the 
first half was run off, seemed logical. Instead the quintet of acts in the sec- 
ond half were a trifle rushed. This does not go for Craig Campbell, however. He 
did four numbers and would not abdicate the stage before offering an encore. Paul 
Kirkland, following, proved such a good sport and speeded thru his routine, giving 
the other acts a chance. 

Valencia opened in a thrilling aerial offering, featuring a leap from a 
swinging trapeze to a loose-rope trapeze, turning a somersault en route and nego- 
tiating a leg catch for the finish. His tricks are unique in every particular, quite 
unlike anything we have seen before in the aerial line. Effect would be heightened 
if Valencia worked with more speed, ‘eliminating as much as possible the waits. 

Torcom Bezazian, phonograph artist and former leading baritone in vari- 
cus opera organizations, including the New Orleans Opera Company, and Edna 
White, trumpeter, an erstwhile soloist with Pryor’s Band, followed in a nicely 
arranged singing and musical routine. Bezazian rendered aptly several numbers, 
outstanding of which proved an‘aria from Rigoletto. He scored without trouble. 
Miss White, a highly accomplished artiste and versatile, singing and playing the 
Piano equally as well as she handles the cornet, encountered no difficulty also 
in obtaining the proper reception. This is one of the best deuce-spot offerings ever 
seen at this house. 

John Robinson’s Military Elephants, a quartet of powerful pachyderms, 
transcended their hit of last week, when they were seen as part of an act concoc- 
tion. The Rasch ballet distinguished itself in a nicely staged dance number opening 
the elephant act. 

Harland Dixon, the boy who shows you how the Charleston originated, and 
for the edification of those not in the know will tell you it got its start from a step 
known as “Off to Buffalo”, had his customary big hit. Sudor poured from his face 
as he finished one of the fastest and varied stepping exhibitions without taking 
breath ever seen around these parts. Dixon was formerly in Kid Boots.

are becoming frightened. The railway 
companies have withdrawn all special 
cut-rate facilities for theatrical and 
vaudeville artistes, also the carrying of 
scenery. : 

The Coliseum and Victoria Palace are 
using sandwichmen with billboards ad- 
vertising performances as usual. The 
Hippodrome and Palace theaters have re- 
mained open mainly because of advance 
bookings and the fact that Stoll refuses 
to close the Alhambra and Coliseum. 

Charles Gulliver’s office will give no 
indication as to its attitude either as to 
the London or provincial theaters. The 
revue proprietors already are backing 
out and as usual want to place all of 
their financial losses upon the backs of 
the performers. 

The Musicians’ Union, the National 
Association of Theatrical Employees and 
the Variety Artistes’ Federation, altho 
members of the Trade-Union Congress, 
have so far given no instructions to their 
members to cease work, altho the Con- 
gress called the general strike. The re- 
mote possibility is that the Congress did 
not stress the calling out, but the situa- 
tion must be faced that had the of- 
ficials of these three unions given a strike 


call the response would have been 
negligible, if at all. 
Neither The Performer, The Era, The 


Stage nor The Encore appeared this we ek, 
all plants being tied up by the machine 
men, like practically every other publica- 
tion. Business is rapidly slumping and 
all sorts of rumors ag to violence are 


heard, most of which are rumors pure 
nd stmple. 


London, May 7.—The situation as re-

Connors is heralded as the son of the 
famous Bowery and Chinatown character 
of two decades or more ago and is spon- 
sored in vaudeville by Charles Lovenberg, 
of the Keith-Albee special production de- 
partment. Until recently the younger 
“Chuck” was in the chorus at the Metro- 
politan Opera House, where he was 
placed after being taken in tow by friends 
who saw possibilities in his voice. 

He wears a double-breasted coat with 
the large pearl buttons such as was af- 
fected by his father. The coat, however, 
is of dark material and if we remember 
rightly the “Chuck” of Chinatown had a 
weakness for light tan apparel. Opening 
are some songs of a generation ago when 
Harrigan and Hart were on the boards 
There were medleys of both ballads ard 
parodies of the time, followed by a short 
speech. A harmonica bit was next and 
also some whistling. Closed with a few 
words in which he explained how his 
friends considered his voice worthy of 
culture and that he would show what 
he had been taught by his singing 
teachers. On the Road to Mandalay 
was done in a rather husky baritone. 


As an attraction in New York, where 
the name might arouse curiosity among 
those that know of the original “Chuck” 
Connors, the act may be worth while as 
a draw. But for out of town the value 
of the name or the straight merits of the 
offering is doubtful. M. H. S. 


Jack Delaney 


Reviewed Monday matinee, May 3, at 
the Hippodrome, New York. Style —

Jack Delaney, boxer in the middle- 
weight class, who was announced here 
as the logical contender for Dempsey’s 
crown, tho we fear he is not the next 
in line, offers a typical “pug” act, open- 
ing with calisthenics, doing a few rounds 
in a sparring exhibition with a fighter 
who allows himself to be thoroly pom- 
meled, and closing with rope-skipping. 

Delaney is a young French-Canadian, 
who for all the ring battles he has gone 
thru does not have the appearance of 
the average fistic follower. His face is 
not battered and his ears are not cauli- 
flowered. In the sparring exhibition, 
consisting of three two-minute rounds, 
Delaney showed excellent form and not a 
little punch. On two or three occasions 
he made it rather warm for his opponent, 
Andy (Kid) Palmer. When reviewed, 
Sid Mercer, famous sports writer, acted 
as referee. 

From the entertainment viewpoint De- 
laney’s offering is much better than that 
presented in the two-a-day by Benny 
Leonard. There is more action in De- 
laney's act. It should not fail to register 
anywhere it is played.

Dudley Digges has directed the 
epus skillfully. The formal style and 
avoidance of realism is most suited to 


the exquisite artificiality of Importance 
and the intent of its absurdity, while his 
deft cutting has on the other hand 
cleared the 30-odd-year-old play of any 
anachronism in particularly disturbing 
technique, such as asides and other re- 
minders. Digges also gives the best per- 
formance in the cast with his extracting 
impersonation of the Rev. Canon 
Chasuble. His playing is in‘ like keeping 
with his @irection and the manner of the 
farce-comedy. 

The two principal male roles are less 
fortunately carried out. Reginald Owen 
makes a rather heavy Algy, and Vernon 
Steele could get far more out of the role 
of Jack. Either part can be made the 
big one of the play, but in the present in- 
stance neither stands out. Both players 
sacrifice proper pace to catch the gor- 
geous languor of Wilde’s characters, but 
they succeed rather in being a little dull. 
Owen's diction, too, is wanting in clear- 


ness even when his mouth is entirely 
empty of cucumber sandwiches. They 
are amusing to an extent, but they could 


make the fun more hilarious if they can 
sharpen their playing and at the same 
time increase their superior nonchalance. 

Gerald Hamer strikes just the right 
note in his interpretation of Lane, the 
bored manservant. Some of his fellow 
mimers might learn much from‘his play- 
ing. Wallis Roberts, as the other menial, 
is also distinctly in focus. 

As for the ladies, Patricia Collinge is 
charming in the role of the romantic 
Cecily, and Haroldine Humphreys reads 
Gwendolen with understanding. Lady 
Bracknell is perhaps the richest bit in the 
piece and Lucile Watson, of course, gets 
much out of it, but she also misses laugh 
after laugh. The fault lies in under- 
playing. Miss Watson's restraint is 
commendable, but the part needs punch- 
ing in order to top one laugh with an- 
other. As an example, she gets but one 
laugh on the line “I am quite firm on this 
point, as indeed on all points.” The 
audience gets the first part, but entirely 
loses the funnier “as indeed on_ all 
points.” Her characterization could be 
considerably more majestic and her 
speech more acid to the advantage of 
he r comedy, and to little detriment to her 
artfulness. § Catherine Proctor makes lit- 
tle of thef low-comedy Miss Prism. A 
turn from the conventional way of play- 
ing it would help greatly. 

The settings by Woodman Thompson 
are nicely conceived, the garden being 
cleverly aranged to avoid scenic difficul- 
Ues, but they would assist the produc- 
tion more if they followed closer the 
Stylizing of Digges’ direction.

Considering the 
age of the turn it. did very well on Mon- 
day evening. MiSs Barti has ane excep- 
tionally fine soprano voice and indeed 
she needed it tg overcome the several 
little rough spots which are scattered 
thruout the act, 

To begin with, the timing of her num- 
bers is bad. here are several waits 
between songs—a little too long—awhich 
tend to make the routine go dead for 
the moment. Then the pause jn the drop 
opening which precedes each number 
is not understood by the audience and 
results in a silence which further adds 
to the deadness. Furthermore, for the 
sort of vocalist she is supposed to be, 
Miss Barti’s costumes and coiffure are 2 
little old-fashioned, tho the former are 
apparently of good material. We also 
think that a rearrangement of numbers 
and the addition of more popular singing 
classics would help greatly, for Miss 
Barti most certainly has the voice and 
only needs the proper material to du- 
licate the success which she encountered 
r the capitals of Europe. 

Louise Best, billed “eminent concert 
pianist”, might be all of that, but she 
has much to learn about playing to 
vaudeville audiences. Aside from accom- 
panying Miss Barti, she rendered two 
selections, the first of which, Victor 
Herbert Medleys, failed dismally. The 
other, Rachmaninoff's Prelude in C Sharp 
Minor, fared a little better, but left 
much to be desired. 

Miss Barti and her pianist are both ac- 
eemplished artists and, as already said, 
with a few changes in the routine and a 
few dates in the “sticks”, they should 
be ready for the big time and be a 
credit to it. E. D.

The Shu- 
berts are said to have found too expen- 
sive the present ruling that calls for an 
additional wighth of a week’s salary to 
every player when an entire show or 
any part of it is broadcast, and they are 
planning to submit a proposal to Equity 
that a flat rate be settled upon to apply 
to all artisis whenever they are requested 
to perform before the microphone. 

Tt is argued that a performer does 
not have to be made up or costumed and 
does not have to act when broadcasting, 
and therefore the same value should not 
be set upon the voice alone as upon 
actual appearance. ‘The Shuberts are 
said to have found that the best pub- 
licity over the air is gained in the offer- 
ing of a few select numbers. To send 
out an entire performance is unsatis- 
factory, as the listeners-in cannot follow 
much of it. The method, now being 
practiced by many to get around the 
Equity ruling of additional eighth salary, 
of having artists broadcast material 
which is not from their production is de- 
clared to be weak advertising and of 
little use.

Shubert companies, both in New York 
and on tour. 

It is suggested that Shubert Teas be 
inaugurated. These affairs would be held 
in certain hotels or studios. They would 
be in the form of a: party, with the 
Shuberts acting as hosts and providing 
refreshments and other inducements. 
Picked players would be invited to attend 
and would be asked to sing or otherwise 
perform for their fellow guests. of 
course there would be a microphone, and 
the player would receive payment for his 
service at the stipulated flat rate. If Lee 
Shubert approves of this plan it will be 
submitted to Equity for consideration, it 
is said.

New York, May 8.—Willie and Eugene 
Howard have been signed for the forth- 
coming production of the Scandals which 
George White will present at the Apollo 


Theater next month. The two brothers 
will make their first appearance under 
the White banner, as they have been 
Shubert stars since 1911.

Shuberts Are Sued 
Over “Blue Paradise” 


New York, May 8.—Lee and J. J. Shu- 
bert are being sued by Otto Eirich, an 
Austrian producer, thru his attorney, 
Ralph E. Jacobs, for $16,000 damages in 
connection with the American production 
of The Blue Paradise, in which Cecil 
Lean and Vivian Segal were featured 
several seasons ago. FEirich contends 
that he was to receive 3 per cent of the 
gross from the production, the American 
rights for which were controlled by him. 
He alleges that the total receipts were 
$803,238.21, of which his share would 
have been $24,097.15, instead of the 
$14,034.36 that he received. The amount 
of the damages sought includes the un- 
paid $10,062.79, plus accrued interest. 
Eirich’s lawyer charges the Shuberts with 
“bad faith’ in sending a representative 
to Austria to settle a suit for royalties 
while litigation over the production was 
still pending in the courts here. This 
litigation started in 1922 when Eirich 
sued the Shuberts for $14,034.36, which 
he declared was the amount of the un- 
paid royalities. It is charged by Jacobs 
that the Shuberts settled out of court 
with Ejirich for $3,500 while the action 
was pending before a higher court. 
Argument has been postponed until May 
19 on motion of counsel for the Shuberts. 


3 “Sweetheart Time” Troupes To 
Tour Country Next Season 


New York, May 8.—There will be three 
companies of Sweetheart on tour in this 
country next season, in addition to one 
in England, according to present plans. 
The original company, with Eddie Buz- 
zell featured, will leave the Imperial 
Theater late in the summer to open in 
Chicago on Labor Day.

What To Do About Jazz 


Discussed at Forum 


The first meeting of the New York 
Music Forum was _sponsored by the 
American League of Professional Women 
at a farewell luncheon given Mme. 
D'Alvarez at the Town Hall Club on 
Thursday, May 6. Dr. Sigmund Spaeth 
explained the purpose of the Forum is 
to promote a nation-wide effort to link 
the musical profession and the general 
public in the cause of good music, and 
to promote better music thru schools, 
business clubs and public discussions. 
The subject discussed at this first meet- 
ing, under the leadership of Dr. Spaeth, 
was What Shall We Do About Jazz? 
The first speaker, the Rev. John Roach 
Straton, expressed keen interest in the 
Music Forum’s chief object because in 
his opinion music of the right type ex- 
ceeded all else in the cultural develop- 
ment of the people. Jazz, in his opinion, 
should be consigned to the hottest of 
all hot places, and he most emphatically 
believes it can have only a deteriorating 
influence. Dr. Straton laid much stress 
repeatedly on the need of adhering to 
established standards, yet insisted he did 
not decry progress. (Certainly he fails 
to realize that if the promoters of the 
arts had hewn closely to established 
standards there would have been little, if 
any, progression.) In concluding his 
tirade against jazz Dr. Straton likened 
the composer of jazz music to a musical 
bandit and urged that, like the commer- 
cial bandit, the writer of jazz music 


should be prevented from plying his 
business. 
Mme. Margarete D’Alvarez was next 


introduced by Toastmaster Spaeth, and 
expressed tersely and enthusiastically her 
approval of jazz. She urged hearty en- 
couragement to the writers of jazz music 
and said jazz always made her forget 
her worries, made her happy, and in her 
opinion jazz music added zest to every- 
day life, and thru its exhilarating effect 
accomplished much to relieve the strain 
and worry of the busy man or woman. 
Harry Osgood, writer, who is well known 
thru his numerous articles on music, was 
the next speaker, and stated he believed 
it was not necessary for us to do any- 
thing about jazz. as if it is music that 
is good it will develop of itself, and if 
worthless then it will in time die out and 
disappear. Jazz, in Mr. Osgood’s opinion, 
is simply the dance music of the present 
day, and the opposition to it, he stated, 
is probably no greater than was that 
against the Viennese waltz when the lat- 
ter was imported to this country. People 
declared the waltz would demoralize the 
young womanhood of the land, and he 
pointed out the same opinion was ex- 
pressed when the square dance, the two- 
step and the tango were introduced, and 
he went further and said jazz was de- 
graded by the people, not the people de- 
graded by jazz. He insisted it was the 
spirit of the music which counted, and 
that unless that spirit was caught by 
the composer and by the public the music 
could neither be written nor understood 
as it should be. 


Mr. Osgood paid high tribute to George 
Gershwin, and stated he and many noted 
musicians considered Mr. Gershwin as 
the most original composer of American 
music, and furthermore asserted jazz 
music was the only original art the 
United States had developed in 150 years. 

Leonard Liebling, critic and editor, like 
Mr. Osgood, believes jazz music is largely 
dependent upon the spirit in which the 
listener receives it, and that the music 
in itself is not inherently bad. He, 
however, deplored some of the texts used 
in the songs, as the low, vulgar words 
caused the listener to confuse the text 
With the music. Mr. Liebling attributed 
to jazz the improvement or advancement 
of the appreciation of music among chil- 
dren, claiming that thru playing and lis- 
tening to jazz their sense of musical 
. Values has improved greatly in the last 
Tew years,

Educational First 
To Answer Contract 
Clause Complaints 


New York, May &.—E. W. Hammons, 
president of the Educational Film Ex- 
change, is the first of the producer rank 
to make an attempt to justify additions 
of clauses to the Standard Exhibition 
Contract. He holds that the understand- 
ing when it was adopted in February 
was that additional clauses might be 
inserted and that Article 1 of the agree- 
ment clearly evidences this. Joseph M. 
Seider, business manager of the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of America, 
which has complained to Will Hays, film 
ezar, and warned exhibitors not to sign 
contracts containing additional clauses, 
objects to the Educational clause on the 
ground that it “gives you the right to 
accept’ or reject all or any part of the 
contract.” 

“Were you to accept the application 
as it affects one group of pictures 
(probably the inferior group), while re- 
jecting another group, the theater owner 
would be bound to play and pay for the 
photoplay or groups approved by you,” 
Mr. Seider wrote in his letter to Mr. 
Hammons. 

No present relief from the contract 
muddle is seen in exhibitor circles. Re- 
ports from Minneapolis, where the 
Minnesota Motion Picture Theater Own- 
ers are holding a_convention, attended 
bv Mr. Seider and R. F. Woodhull, presi- 
dent of the organization, indicate a 
resolution will be adopted demanding 
immediate attention from Will Hays. 
Otherwise theater owners will go on rec- 
ord as refusing to arbitrate the clauses, 
declaring an exhibitors’ strike so far as 
the Film Boards of Trade are concerned. 


Site Not Yet Found for 
Publix Presentation Studio 


New York, May 3.—A site in the Times 
Square zone for the proposed studio of 
the Publix Theaters Corp., where all 
presentations will be staged and _ re- 
hearsed and the producers will do their 
engaging, has not yet been found, it was 
announced at the main office of Publix. 
It was originally planned to build the 
studio in Long Island City near the film 
production plant of Famous Players, but 
these plans were abandoned owing to the 
inconvenience of travel.

Los Angeles, May 1.—The government 
hearing against the West Coast The- 
aters, Inc., charging unfair competition, 
has been postponed indefinitely. A stipu- 
lation, entered at the San _ Francisco 
headquarters of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, contains certain admissions on 
the part of the company, it is understood, 
but denies allegations of unfair dealing.

Circuit. The Earle became a_ picture 
presentation house this week, when the 
Acme Booking Agency of the Stanley 
Company signed Jimmy Carr and Or- 
chestra for an engagement starting to- 
day.

An inordinate amount of subtitles, a 
confusing list of names of characters, an 
effort at pretentiousness that is like try- 


ing to make a tasty dish out of flummery,, 


and a slowness that nearly puts one to 
sleep, stand out_as the cardinal faults of 
The Greater Glory, an adaptation of 
Edith O’Shaughnessy’s novel, The Vien- 
nese Medley. The picture is interminably 
jong and in too much detail, with hardly 


any action to earry it thru its duller 
moments. The story is laid in the early 
davs of the World War and concerns two 
proud Hungarian families that are re- 


duced to poverty as a result of the holo- 
caust. A daughter of one of the families 
unwittingly becomes disgraced and in her 
stress enters a life of concubinage. She 
is set up in the palatial quarters of a 
war profiteer who rose from the deli- 
eatessen counter, and in this position is 
able to assist financially her indigent 
family as well as the mother of the man 
she loves. Four horsemen, as were used 
in the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse, 
ride thru the ether as they did in this 
picture, inculcating the spirit of war, 
death and pestilence.

Warner 
Film: “Hell Bent fer Heaven” 


(Warner Bros.) 


A not above average but still quite 
passable picture, fairly well directed by 
J. Stuart Blackton but badly miscast, 
has been molded from this Puiltizer prize 
play of two years ago. It should prove 
satisfactory to audiences relishing melo- 
drama and action, but will not stand 
anyone on their heads. Blackton, lover 
of melodramatic effects, adhered closely 
to the original play, in which the dialog 
of Southern mountain people carried the 
greatest weight, but in doing so passed 
up admirable opportunities for melo- 
dramatic sequences. He has added in 
the film version a very effective dam- 
break and flood scene, well dong, which 
was talked about in the play, but aside 
from this sequence the picture rides along 
on a rather calm succession of events. 
There are times when action threatens, 
but it never develops to any stirring 
point, Titles, in the jargon of the moun- 
taineer, are in abundance, and the cast 
is more or less malapropos with the ex- 
ception of Gardner James, who does the 
part of the. illiterate religion fanatic;

Film: “Brown of Harvard” 


(Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer) 


M.-G.-M. scores another hit of unusual 
excellence in Brown of Harvard, adapted 
from Rida Johnson Young's celebrated 
college play of the same name, produced 


on Broadway several seasons back. Ac- 
cording to the record of successes it is 
hanging up there's no telling when 
Metro-Goldwyn will put out a bad pic- 
ture. Consistently able direction, photog- 
raphy, continuity, titling and, last but not 
least, story selection renders this highly 
improbable.

Brown of Harvard tells the story of 
a young college lad from the time he 
prepares for his trip to Cambridge until 
in his Sophomore term when he saves 
the football team from ignominous defeat 
at the hands of Yale.

“BUNK OF 1926” IN 
PRETTY COSTUMES 

While the producers of the musical re- 
vue Bunk of 1926, at the Broadhurst 
Theater, New York, have not spent a 
fortune on costumes, the designs are ef- 
fective and altogether adequate. 

One number, The Milky Way, won ap- 
plause for the symbolism of the appare!- 
ing. Thru a misty scrim were glimpsed 
“floating clouds’, this effect being 
achieved by immense headdresses of 
white tulle resembling roses. The wear- 
ers reclined forward and turned their 
heads in rotation, waving “wing” sleeves 
of the tulle in slow rhythm. A crescent 
moon rolled into view bearing the Lady 
of the Mcon, Pauline Blair, who descends 
from the moon and dances. Miss Blair's 
costume was white chiffon. The bodice 
was plain but the brief skirt was com- 
posed of pointed petals edged with silver 
thread, a garland of white camellias be- 
ing draped diagonally across the bosom. 
A hairband of iridescent spangles and 
silver kid slippers completed the effect. 

Marie Lambert, singing The Milky 
Way, wore a frock of white chiffon, with 
normal waistline. The circular skirt was 
covered with vertical rows of rhine- 
stones and the belt was trimmed with 
horizontal rows of rhinestones The 
plain bodice was set off with a small cir- 
cular bertha studded with horizontal 
rows of the brilliants. A rhinestone hair- 
band bore out the glittering theme. 

In the opening scene were dancing 
Pierrots and Pierrettes, the Pierrettes in 
white satin with black ruche piped with 
white, while the Pierrots wore black 
satin jumpers and breeches with white 
ruche piped with black, jumpers and 
breeches set off with white pom-pon but- 
tons. The chorus wore short boxcoats and 
short circular skirts divided over trunks, 
developed in white satin and set off with 
large black pompon buttons. White 
“skull” caps were topped with black pom- 
pons. The feminine principals wore in 
place of coats fitted sleeveless frocks 
with cuffs to match the ruche and tall 
coned-shaped hats. 

Of course the inevitable Charleston 
dancers appeared. One group wore strut 
costumes of orange-colored satin lined 
with purple, purple satin toppers and gold 
lace jabots, the coats fitted and flared 
at the hips. The other group wore purple 
satin coats with orange-colored collars, 
trunks striped in gold and purple, purple 
toppers and gold lace jabots. 

Very striking were black pantie suits, 
the bodice continuing up into a choker 
and a large rhinestone flower basket 
motif worked on the bosom. A deep 
white tassel is confined to each hip with 
a pearl butterfly cabachon. The same de- 
sign was carried out in purple. 

Blond Pauline Blair was appealingly 
ingenuous-looking in an organdie frock, 
the pale orchid background being figured 
in large tea roses. A “necklace” of wide 
orchid satin ribbon was brought about the 
neck, forming a V to the waistline in 
front, where it was tied in a bow. Cream 
lace outlined panels on the sides of the 
skirt and finished the hem. 

Florence Arthur, of golden blond 
coloring, was lovely in a_ straight-line 
tunic of black chiffon with a flounce of 
black lace set on to form an upward point 
in front, posed over a pink costume slip 
with a wide hem border of black. An 
American Beauty rose was posed on one 
shoulder and another on the opposite 
hip. 

Chorus frocks of chiffon in crayon 
colors followed the tiered-skirt mode. On 
each gown was a row of small pink roses, 
posed on a portion of the hem in front, 
and on each gown was a cluster of the 
pink roses so flattened at the waistline 
in front as to suggest applique.

Those who appreciate the value of ac- 
curacy know how difficult it often is to 
secure reliable information. Blakeslee's 
unique service aS a consulting technical 
expert is vouched for by_Dr. Bashford 
Dean, Curator of Arms and Armor at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New 
York, and it is said to cover subjects

Students Seek Secret 
Of Whirling Baskets 


Two young scientists, 
a Frenchman, studying at Harvard 
University, recently set S work diligent- 
ly to see if they couldn’t solve the mys- 
tery of the whirling Borneo baskets at 
the Peabody Museum at the university 
in Cambridge. 

These little baskets are strung on 
about six feet of fine copper wire. They 
have been in the case of objects from 
Borneo displayed on the third floor of 
the museum for more than six months. 
Soon after they were hung in place they 
started to rotate. At first they turned 
very slowly, a quarter turn one way, 
then a quarter turn back. Within 15 
minutes, however, they reached their 
regular period of about five and a half 
revolutions a minute and have kept this 
up for six months. Scientists have come 
from near and far to view these mys- 
terious baskets, which, with no apparent 
means of motivation, continuously 
rotate. No one has as yet solved the 
mystery. 

Speculation about the baskets has 
given rise to four theories. One sup- 
poses that the vibration of the building 
causes the motion. This is discounted 
because of the slightness of the vibra- 
tion. A second hypothesis is that air 
conditions are the cause. This is also 
discredited, as it has been found that 
changing air conditions have no effect 
on the motion. 

That the phenomenon is psychic is the 
third theory. This is based on the fact 
that the uppermost of the five Kaskets 
was originally designed by its maker in 
Borneo

plausible theory advanced thus far is 


that static electricity is responsible, but 
whence or why it comes no one knows. 
An electroscope placed beneath’ the 
baskets showed no electrical discharge.

Royal Patronage of Vaude. 


The first occasion was as stated above 
at the Royal Command in 1911 at the 
Palace Theater. There appeared a galaxy 
of stars. Harry Tate. George Robey, 
Boganny Troupe, Charles T. Aldrich, 
Barclay Gammon, Cecilia Loftus, Vesta 
Tilley, Paviova, Cruickshank, Arthur 
Prince, Tiller’s Palace Girls. In order to

The selfish- 
ness of some of the acts in overstepping 
the time sheet nearly put a finish to any 
more shows.

The secretary, 
Wodehouse, a solicitor of the once firm 
of Stanley Wodehouse and Hedderwick 
(wherein Charles Gulliver, of London 
Theaters of Varieties, learned his law ag 
a clerk), evidently is a very excellent or- 
gdnizer, because an announcement has 
just been made that the above firms, in 
addition to Booseys, Enochs, Curwens, 
Joseph Williams, Reeder & Walsh, Keith 
Prowse and others, are all now in the 
P. R. S. It was poss#le thus for some 
places to escape paying toll to the P. R, 
S. by playing the works of the non- 
associated firms, but with the formidable 
list now printed it seems as if the P. R. 
S. is about 90 per cent organized. This 

may have some effect in scaling up prices, 
more so in kine-variety houses, as even 
now the P. R. fees are increased if 
more than three vaudeville acts are in- 
jected into a kine house listed as straight 
kine. 
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Gillespie and Kine Variety 


Talking to the Association of British 
Motion Picture Advertisers on the rela- 
tionship of vaudeville to the kinema, R. 
H. Gillespie thought that within the next 
two years there would be something in 
the nature of an amalgamation between 
cinema and vaudeville entertainment.

The common or garden variety of play- 
goers will get plenty of laughs out of 
The Sport of Kings, and even those 
giown to a sense of discrimination in 
the hothouses of the theater, tho they 
will generally protest the bag of old 
tricks in the play and its performance, 
will find themselves more than occasion- 
ally overcome with mirth. Major Ian 
Hay Beith, author and also director, has 
provided it with an abundance of sure- 
fire familiars and horseplay.

Two followers of “the sport of kings” 
come as paying guests to the palm-sing- 
ing home of a sanctimonious old codger. 
His children and his servants are secret- 
ly betting on the ponies and, of course, 
the ancient himself finally succumbs, 
while even his poor wife unrealizingly 
wins a stake when the telephone com- 
pany gets her call to the co-operative 
store tangled with the line of a book- 
maker. Naturally the temptation to 
drag in the scene of watching an off- 
stage race was too strong to be fore- 
gone, but it is only one of the many 
revivals in the piece. There is the ex- 
cuse of the masked ball to help along 
the farcical business ,the exchange of a 
tray full of tea things from the pur- 
sued to the pursuer, the stately butler 
with a blackened eye, the pretty secre- 
jtary to flirt with, the dodging in and 
out thru numerous doors and lots of 
other favorites. Then there are some 
new touches, such as a@ proposal regis- 
tered on a dictaphone record from the 
gentleman who is not given a chance to 
be heard verbally in the turmoil and 
excitement. I¢ some of the trite busi- 
ness, even tho it still gets over, could be 
replaced by more of the fresher foolery, 
the farce would seem less hackneyed. 


A cast quite suitable to the require- 
ments of its comicestrip methods and 
boisterous propulsion works hard and 
fast. O. P. Heggie, featured at the head 
of the assembly, shares earned honors 
with Walter Kingsford. They play mas- 
ter and butler respectively and furnish 
most of the comedy. Both burlesque 
more than a little bit and are quite suc- 
cessful at it. Betty Linley js a delight- 
ful sight for the eyes, tho she _ pitches 
her voice unpleasantly high for the ears, 
as the auburn-haired secretary who 
keeps the love interest in timely relief. 

e two gentlemen more experienced 
than the rest in the ways of the race- 
track are neatly impersonated by Alan 
Mowbray and Terence Neil.

The newest of the intimate revues, 
self-libeled Bad Habits of 1926, seeks 
to justify its title with a few tart satires 
on the foibles of theater audiences, 
These, and one or two other ideas, are 
firm foundations of fun, but the house 
erected on them proves to be made of 
cards, In other words, the utmost fun 
is not extracted from the material which 
Irving Strouse and his associates had at 
their disposal. 


The cast of 18 principals works hard. 
The youngsters, most of whom seem to 
be comparatively inexperienced, are han- 
dicapped by large pprtions of bad ma- 
terial mixed with the good, and in ad- 
dition to this there is the small stage 
handicap, Of course, an intimate revue 
should be staged in a small house, but 
the Greenwich Village Theater is abso- 
lutely unsuited for the production of 
musical pieces. Manning Sherwin and 
Arthur Herzog, Jr., have concocted a 
fairly good musical score, notably Would- 
Ja? and Chorus Girl Blues. The “book” 
has been well staged by Perry Ivins, who 
also wrote several of the sketches, and 
Ralph Reader, who plays an important 
part in the show, directed the dances in 
orthodox manner. 

No one in the cast stands out above 
the rest, because there is not an abun- 
dance of talent invested in any_ indi- 
vidual: Each of the nine boys and girls 
has many spots to demonstrate ability, 
as there is no chorus or ensemble. Ralph 
Reader does several clever bits, being 
the most effective as the bashful lover, 
teaming nicely with Florence Selwyn. 
Miss Selwyn, who possesses an ingrati- 
ating ersonality, scores again late in the 
secant act when she talks her way thru 
a little song entitled Let Me Be Myself. 
Harriet and Kathryn Hamill form an at- 
tractive sister team, providing close har- 
mony and some good dancing. Hume 
Derr appears thruout the performance in 
a wide variety of roles, reminding one 
slightly of Cicely Courtneidge. Her _bi- 
cycle scene is quaintly done in a deft 
manner. Kathleen Edwardes and Billy 
Murray are capable as the ingenue and 
juvenile, altho they are not allowed to 
stick to their roles very long when there 
are so many parts to be played. Larry 
Starbuck and Ann Schmidt display their 
youthful enthusiasm, and Willard Tobias 
and Day Tuttle are quite satisfactory. 
Other zealous, industrious _workers_ in- 
clude Elise Bonwit, Flora Borden, Molly 
Burnside, John Mahin, Robert Mont- 
gomery, ‘Marvin Vogel and Martin Wolf- 
son. 

The high ints of the entertainment 
are to Pony = in such skits as The All- 
Star Cast. in which a group of “profes- 
sionals” in “box” seats applauded each 
entrance with audible asides, and a piece 
called English Mother Love, a travesty 
en Young Woodley and The Vorter. An- 
other smart bit was The Creaking 
Gorilla, which ridiculed the habit audi- 
ences have of walking up the aisle don- 
ning hats and coats during the last num- 
ber of a bill. The players in this sketch 
removed their outer clothing as rs 
acted. The Student Robin Hood of Pil- 
sen is also a clever laugh getter. All of 
the sketches were introduced with a for- 
mal “ladies and gentlemen” which 
sounded entirely out of place and most 
of the numbers were much too short to 
create the proper interest. Fewer skits 
over the two-hour running time would 
help considerably A sample of the 
inane wit written into the piece is the 
request for a doctor. When a “doctor” 
answersthe call thereply is “What of 
it’? The first act finale is entitled the 
Funeral of the Charleston. It certainly 
was aq bad execution. 

Tt had been reported before the open- 
ing that there would be considerable 
‘dirt’ in the show. There is some sug- 
gestiveness that might well be _ elimi- 
nated, because it isn’t enough to do the 
piece any good in the box office and it 
doesn’t add anything tangible to the en- 
tertainment Some of the costumes are

In selecting The Servant in the House 
to divide the week with the ever popular 
Cyrano, Walter Hampden is presenting 
his old play which is as quiet as the 
Rostand piece is noisy and as dull and 
heavy as Cyrano de Bergerac is inter- 
esting and alive. Charles Rann Kennedy 
wrote this religious allegory about Man- 
son, the servant in the vicar’s house, 
especially for Hampden many years ago, 
and that star has played it spasmodically 
ever since. In view of the present labor 
strike in England the piece is timely 
with its plea for the workingman and 
its preachment for the brotherhood of 
man, but the lack of the ingredients 
necessary to make a_ great dramatie 

tece are perfectly obvious. It is terri- 
ying to imagine this wordy play enacted 
by anyone save the members of Hamp- 
den's flawless cast. 

The present production is practically 
perfect, as one always expects from such 
a_ conscientious showman as Hampden. 
The performance moves smoothly and 
easily, and if the pace drags it is the 
fault of the author and not due to 
Hampden’s direction. The Christ-like 
Manson is portrayed as usual by Hamp- 
den in qa placid, quiet, but forceful man- 
ner. There are no great heights for the 
star to scale, as this play contains no 
big elimaxes and no “punch”, but it is 
refreshing and restful just to sit back 
and watch Hampden rise above the 
script. With anyone but Ernest Rowan 
to play the role of the drainman the 

iay would belong entirely to the star. 

ut Rowan brings such an abundance of 
vitality and such marvelous ability to 
portray the uncouth plumber that he 
very nearly steals the show. Rowan is 
the perfect actor, whether he is roaring 
at the ‘brother who brought up his 
Caughter or quietly peaceful when talk- 
ing to the girl. 

The clash between the idealistic vicar 
and the mercenary Bishop is admirably 
handled by William Sauter and Edwin 
Cushman. Sauter’s weak vicar is tre- 
mendously interesting and sympathetic, 
with a restrained tempo thruout. The 
near-sighted, deaf Bishop, as played by 
Cushman, is a true portrayal of an un- 
real role, with some light comedy deftly 
handled in the scene where he mistakes 
the drainman for the vicar. Cushman’s 
final exit is a spirited bit of acting. 
Mabel Moore and Edith Barrett, who 
play bits in Cyrano, are splendidly cast 
as the wife and niece of the vicar. Miss 
Moore puts across with conviction her 
somewhat difficult role of the wife who 
loves to the breaking point of selfishness. 
Miss Barrett is charming and lovely to 
look at, and makes the part of the niece 
much more important than was intended 
when the piece was written. The role 
of the page boy is well played by Le 
Roi Operti, a versatile actor who recently 
appeared as the old narrator in Clara 
Clemen’s Joan of Are. 

The single square set is as dignified 
as the play, but there should be lighting 
fixtures to complete the illusion of 
reality. A _ string orchestra under the 
direction of Elliott Schenck provides de- 
lightful entr’acte music. The Servant in 
the House is admittedly dull, but it is 
well worth a trip to Columbus Circle to 
see the acting.

G. P. Huntley, as Sir Fran- 
cis Beekman, the pompous Englishman, 
contributes much, especially when he 
succumbs to the wiles of Lorelei and 
gives her the money to buy his wife's 
diamonds for Lorelei herself.

As long as the press agent supplies a 
paper with news that IS news, even tho 
it is primarly designed for the purpose 
of setting forth an interest or point of 
view, he is fulfilling a legitimate func- 
tion, The Fourth Estate admits. 

No news can be wholly free of a 
“point of view”. Newspaper writers 
feing human, there is no way to avoid 
this entirely, and every fair-minded 
newspaper editor knows that there is 
some sort of a bias, consciously or un- 
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consciously injected, 
story in the paper. 

Theatrical news, sport news, shipping 
news and news of the different activities 
of large corporations all are of in- 
terest to a newspaper, and are dis- 
tinctly news—and, in many cases, 
MUST news. If it is not sent in to a 
newspaper, the editor must detail re- 
porters to go after it. 

The press agent who lands most of 
the copy he sends out is the one who 
supplies the papers with legitimate news 
which is not obtainable thru any other 
source. 

In order to do this the press agent 
must know NEWS. 


WORLD'S PAIRS 


World's fairs, too, have been relegated 
to a back seat by the enterprising 
movies. 

So says an editorial writer on a met- 
ropolitan newspaper. He points out 
that, 33 years ago, at the Chicago 
World’s Fair, an amusement enterprise 
advertised a faithful reproduction of 
the eruption of Mauna Loa, the great 
Hawaiian volcano, Painted canvas and 
a red fire, man-made smoke and realistic 
lighting effects created an illusion which 
made spectators marvel, even at such 
a pitifully inadequate imitation. 

But now the motion picture brings the 
genuine article to the public, and a film 
record of the latest activity of the rest- 
less Mauna Loa is currently being pre- 
sented thruout the country. 

The movies also have acquainted the 
world with many sights which formerly 
were enjoyed only by the globe trotter. 

Even before the movies came along, 
however, world’s fairs were far from 
profitable enterprises. The recent Wem- 
bley Exhibition in London showed a 
deficit of about $10,000,000. The Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition of 1904 just 
about broke even, the Paris Exposition 
in 1900 fell $400,000 below expenses, 
the Chicago Fair of 1893 went in the 
hole for $9,000,000, the Paris Exhibition 
of 1889 was one of the few to show 
a surplus, the Philadelphia Centennial 
Exhibition of 1876 was covered by pri- 
vate subscription, the Vienna Fair in 
1873 failed financially and the blame 
was placed on an outbreak of cholera, 
the Paris Exhibition of 1867 was 
another privately financed affair, and 
the London event of 1851, the first really 
international exhibition, proved an ex- 
ception to the rule by earning a surplus 
of $930,000. 

But altho most of these exhibitions 
have been disastrous from a monetary 
point of view, they have succeeded in 
making the peoples of the world ac- 
quainted with each other’s resources 
and methods of production, and all have 
taught the lesson that a diffusion of 
knowledge is of more benefit to hu- 
manity than the mere question of finan- 
cial gain.

tion, but by proven facts and figures. The 
man I mean is Paul F. Clark, promotér 
of fraternal circuses. 


For the last two seasons I have ob- 
served this efficient individual and I con- 
sider him as belonging to the high type of 
promoter. T do not mean to convey the 


t that there are not any others in the 


field, but after comparing dates for some 
time I feel that Clark comes pretty near 
being the perfect promoter. 

Clark is well kgown in the amusement 
world. He has been connected for many 
ears with various tented organizations 
and amusement enterprises as general 
gent, representative and promoter. He 
has staged on his own many notable do- 
ings and celebrations, such as fairs, cir- 
cuses, rodeos, and has been at different 
times owner and manager of animal acts. 
He came into national renown in Florida 
early in 1925, when he conceived and 
directed the International Horseshoe 
Tournament at Lake Worth. This event 
received nation-wide publicity and the 
tournament put Lake Worth on the map. 
Other similar events followed at Miami 
and Key West. Clark's services as a 
Promoter were eagerly sought by amuse- 
ment directors of the big industrial 
centers. In March, 1925, he became ad- 
varce director of the Bob Morton Circus. 

Clark is essentially a family man, and 
Invariably Mrs. Clark and their youngest 
son, Robert, accompany him on his tours, 
The Clarks are in each city from four to 
IX weeks and usually are happily estab- 
lished at a hotel or at an apartment. If 
the latter, Mrs. Clark arranges all the 
comforts of home life. including culinary 
Perfections, which may have a decided 


bearing on Paul's 
geniality, 

Another son, Paul, Jr., is at the Law- 
renceburg Academy, at Lawrenceburg, 
Tenn. 

Beaming with the radiance of this 
domestic tranquillity, Clark naturally ef- 
fuses to his fellow workers that spirit of 
wellbeing and happiness that is requisite 
of the successful and well-balanced busi- 
ness man. And the high-type promoter 
that I have in mind is none other than 
the successful business man. He is in the 
$10,000-a-year class or better. 


propensity for con- 


The term “promoter” is taken from 
“promote”, which means to advance or 
elevate. First we must have something 


to advance or elevate. The word 
“promoter” as applied to the amusement 
business alone has a distinct meaning. 
It started in the early inception of carni- 
vals and the name was given to the 
second man or egent. I must confess 
that once I did not know the meaning 
of the promoter’s job with a carnival 
and some years ago I saw fit to reply 
to an ad in an amusement weekly “for 
a good second man who is a real pro- 
moter.” 

The letter was never answered. I hap- 
pened to run into the company a little 
later, after closing the season early ahead 
of a circus as contracting agent. I knew 
the manager and he knew me as a press 
agent. The job was still open, and as I 
was badly in need of it, I told the man- 
ager that I was a very good promoter, 
altho I knew nothing about this end of 
the business. 


However, after a talk with the secre- 
tary of the company, in regard to the 
usual routine, I gathered considerable 
information on the subject and was con- 
siderably enlightened before departing 
for the next town, with a bankroll of 
$10. I received a small salary for mak- 
ing the hauling contract, looking after 
the lot, hanging some window bills, tack- 
ing cards, arranging for the pole and 
transformer, and, incidentally, stalling off 
the electric company when it required 
advance deposits for the construction and 
lights. 

In order to make reasonable money, 
which was possible, I, the promoter, was 
declared in on all ativertising sold and 
on the contests. The contests were more 
“Greek” to me, so I concentrated on ad- 
vertising, in the shape of banners which 
were spotted about the midway and on 
the Ferris wheel. The show carried a 
calliope which was mounted on a truck, 


and I used to sell advertising for 
both sides of this machine, and never 
had any trouble getting a good price 
for the banners, one on each side. In 


fact I often wished that they had many 
of them, 

Such were the duties of the carnival 
promoter and today many of the carni- 
vals have a second man ahead, as well 
as billing agent. The second man or 
promoter gets one of every three dollars 
he brings in. This is fair enough, for 
the other two are split with the manager 
and the local committee or applied to the 
gross. So if there were no attraction 
there would be no promotion, which all 
goes to show that a promoter must have 
something to promote. 

“Promoter” as used in the amusement 
field differs widely from other promoters, 


such as stock sellers for a proposed en- 
terprise, fight promoters and promoters 
who work as propagandists for religious 
and secret orders—lecturers and the like 
—but they all work for a purpose. , 

Getting back to high-type amtmsement 
promoters, I wish to bring out the term 
as applied to an amusement organization 
that plays exclusively for high-class 
auspices such as fraternal orders, civic 
clubs and bodies. 

We will say that such an organization 
has in mind the desire to put on an en- 
tertainment to raise funds. It decides 
to stage or book a money-making show. 
The sole purpose is to raise money, yet 
there are a great many organizations 
that have another motive in view; in a 
few words, I will call it a “lark”. 

They may select a bona-fide amusement 
company or théy may fall for the bunk 
of the “shoe-string agent’. The latter 
will paint the prospects very bright; he 
will glow with enthusiasm; he will, per- 
haps, cofcede a small percentage of the 
gross receipts. 

To win a point or two he will exag- 
gerate the possibilities until the ceom- 
mittee, who are not always posted on the 
ways of the show world, will be of the 
opinion that they will have a 60, a 40 or 
a 20 car circus or carnival. The “loose” 
committees fall for this line, they fail to 
wire for credentials and references. The 
agent is gone, they have signed a con- 
tract for a circus or carnival, and when 
they find out later, after the “suitcase 
premoter” gets on the ground, that they 
are duped, they naturally lose interest, 
the date is a dead one and the so-called 
circus or carnival plays a “bloomer”. 

On the other hand, with a fraternal or- 
ganization of note that is a local and 
givic success and composed of members 
that are averse to loose methods, when 
the time comes for seeking an attrac- 
tion with which they believe they can 
make money and at the same time give 
their patrons value received for money 
spent, they naturally turn to established 
attrations of merit that have made and 
keep a good reputation for honesty, in- 
tegrity and fair dealing and present an 
attraction that is 100 per cent whole- 
scme entertainment There are today 
quite a few attractions in the shape of 
carnivals, and, in two instances, circuses 
that play week stands for auspices. The 


managers of these enterprises have 
thousands of dollars invested in equip- 
ment and this kind of manager is not 


seeking “loose” committees that are look- 
ing for a “lark”. 

They are seeking broad-minded men of 
vision who are able to foresee the pos- 
sibilities of profit making and in turn 
sell their wares to the public that is seek- 
ing the best in amusements and entertain- 
ment, whether it be of the carnival type, 
the circus type or a minstrel or dramatic 
presentation. 

And with this high type of amusement 
comes your high-type promoter. 

He must be a man in good fraternal 
standing, a man of integrity, a man of 
letters. His mission is to advance his 
attraction. He must have the co-opera- 
tion of his committee, which will arouse 
publie interest, for the date must be suc- 
cessful from every angle 

The very success of 
rests with the promoter.

ORIGIN OF THE CHARLESTON 


Middletown, O., April 29, 1926. 
Editor The Billhoard: 
Sir—For the past six or eight months 


in all the daily papers, magazines, etc., 
it is Charleston this and Charleston that, 
and it seems that the so-called Charles 
ton dance has set America crazy. Now 
I do not intend to take credit for origi- 
nating the Charleston dance, for I most 
certainly did not. However, I want to 
say that the Charleston is not new with 
us, as I have had colored boys and girls 
doing the same dance on my show for 
the last 22 years, and that is why I 
cannot figur® why the people happened 
to wake up one morning about a year 
or so ago and found themselves Charles- 


i 
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multitudinous. There are no limits to the 
possibilities for exploitation and for 
revenue-earning stunts. 

Smokers and banquets are arranged, 
public speaking is resorted to, ‘extolling 
the purpose of the entertainment and its 
qualities. Instead of being a date or a 
“spot”, it must be an event. Streets and 
buildings are decorated, special pro- 
grams of extra nightly added attractions 
are made up and by the time the show 
opens the name of the doings is on the 
lips of every man, woman and child in 
the city. 

By combining the talents of the pro- 
moter and the general chairman in charge 
of the committee who agsists, the revenue 
that is brought in frbm the activities of 
those in charge under the direction of the 
promoter is enough in most instances to 
pay all the expenses of the engagement, 
making it an assured and insured success. 

No matter if one or two nights are 
lost on account of weather conditions, 


the intake at the circus is velvet. I say 
circus for I represent the foremost 
fraternal circus and speak from this 


standpoint, but the same would apply to 
any organized unit of amusement. 

There is the difference in promotions. 
The high-type promoter has something 
to promote for, while the “shoestring” 
promoters, whose only assets are nerve 
and sometimes gaudy letterheads, have no 
standing whatsoever in the amusement 
field and there is no good excuse for their 
existence. 

When a committee books a 
tried and true amusement 
with special equipment, talent and exect- 
tives capable of presenting an attrac- 
tion that is a credit to the auspices and 
to the amusement-loving people in gen- 
eral, they will not fail; their entertain- 
ment will be a success nine times out of 
ten. The show is always welcome back 
for a return date. Nothing better can be 
spoken of an enterprise of this sert than 
“You are welcome again”, and when 
these shows play return engagements 
year after year they have pleased the 
public and the auspices. Thanks to the 


recognized, 
enterprise, 


promoters. 
Therefore, good promoters, high-type 
promoters, are most essential to attrac- 


tions of this sort that play auspices’ dates. 
The attraction itself could not possibly 
afford to gamble with a “cold” date, for 
in presenting a program of stellar acts 
and all that goes to make up an excel- 
lent circus bill, the expense of transporta- 
tion, billing and the salaries of the per- 
fcrmers must be taken into consideration. 

Putting on a show of this kind is a 
big undertaking. But if it is handled in 
the manner I have explained it will 
usvally be a big success The local 
order will have a good profit, it will 
create a better mutual understanding 
among its members and by the combined 
membership assisting in ticket selling and 
on committee work they have all lent 
a hand at the affair and feel justly proud 
in putting their show over. 

I am not comparing fraternal circuses 
with one-day circuses. One-day circuses, 
in a class of their own, seldom resort to 
auspices for dates, altho this is done 
from time to time. The local committee 
will furnish the lot, license, water, pay 


ton crazy, and why they never paid any 


attention to it prior to that time while 
it was being done with every colored 
show in America for the past 22 years 


or more, day in and day out. I certainly 
cannot understand unless it is due to the 


fact that it takes the dance fans a long 
time to wake up.

all the others, especially those under 
eanvas, are about on the same order. 


Nevertheless you let me bring on a col- 
ored girl who claims she is a singer and 
dancer, and 49 times out of 50 she can- 
not do one step of real buck and wing. 
but when she comes to work up her song 
or start to dance in the afterpiece you 
will find her faking or stalling along in 
her own way, and if that faking and 
stalling she is doing is not the Charles- 
ton of today I have never yet seen the 
real Charleston dance. Yes, sir, for the 
past 22 vears the Charleston dance of 
today has been execuited day in and day 
out with Cullen's Old Plantation Show, 
when I called it the Old Plantation, and

Encroachment Big Problem 
Of Mid-West Theater Owners 


New York, May 3.—From indications 
of sentiment among the Middle Western 
exhibitors, gleaned by E. Thornton Kelly, 
head of the Contact Bureau of the Mo- 
tion Picture Theater Owners of America, 
who has just returned to New York from 
an extensive trip, the most serious mat- 
ter confronting them at the present time 
is that of encroachments and contract 
violation. Kelly collected figures show- 
ing that about 225 exhibitors are plan- 
ning to attend the organization’s con- 
vention in Los Angeles in June to help 
fight these growing evils. 

Theater owners in the vicinity of the 
Great Lakes are marshaling their num- 
ber 100 per cent strong because of ever- 
increasing theater encroachments and 
unfair competition. From Milwaukee, 
where the same problem is the most im- 
portant one. according to Fred Seegert, 
president of the Wisconsin unit, there 
will be about 50 theater owners; from 
Chicago between 40 and 50. and about 
50 each from Detroit and St. Louis. Kelly 


also visited Indianapolis, where Frank 
Rembusch, head of the Indiana unit, 
makes his headquarters. Rembusch 


stated. according to Kelly, that he was 
“satisfied with everything”, but he regis- 
tered some perturbation over changes 
made in the contract.

Massachusetts Fair Men Hold 
Spring Meeting 


With 17 fairs which are members of 
the association represented by one or 
more delegates the spring meeting of the 
Massachusetts Agricultural Fairs’ Asso- 
ciation held at Worcester April 21 was 
one of the best and most enthusiastic 
gatherings of fair men ever held in the 
State and much good was octomplished 
in the discussions of various live topics. 

The high spots in the meeting were 
the award of special sllver medals by the 
State Department of Agriculture for out- 
standing work for the betterment of fairs 
and the discussion of the dynamometer. 
An outstanding feature was the talk by 
the president, Chas. ‘A. Nash, manager of 
the Eastern States’ Exposition, Spring- 
field, Mass., on his recent trip to Europe, 
during which he visited and studied sev- 
eral old-world fairs. Mr. Nash declared 
that American fairs are run far more 
snappily than those of Europe. 

John J. Kennedy, superintendent of 
concessions at the Northampton Fair, 
submitted an interesting report of the 
committee on concessions. Mr. Kennedy 
has compiled a list of undesirable conces- 
sionaires, including “ground jumpers” and 
“gyp” men, which he is sending to every 
fair in Massachusetts. It is interestins 
to note that other States are sending in 
requests for the list.
